Than Usual. 
W ashington, Nov. 6.—The continued 
decline in the exportation of b re ad ­ 
stuffs lends in te re st to a statem ent 
ju st prepared by th e bureau of sta tis ­ 
tics of the d ep a rtm e n t ol commerce 
and labdr which show s a steady in ­ 
crease in the sh are of th e wheat crop 
of th e United S ta te s consumed 
at 
berme and thus a decline? in the quail 
t h y sent abroad. 
The exportations of 
w heat during th e n in e months ending 
w ith September, 1909, amounted to 
only 27,768,901 bushels, against 69.- 
778,925 bushels In th e same m onths 
of 1:m»8, and flour, 6,288,283 barrels, 
ag a in st 9.428,347 in th e same m onths 
of last year, suggesting that tho cal­ 
e n d a r year 1909 will show a sm aller 
exportation of w heat than any year 
in the past decade w ith the exception 
of 1904 and 1905. 
T he statem ent as prep ire,I by th e 
b u reau of statistics show s the produc­ 
tion cf wheat, th e im poits, and th u s 
th e consumption, for each single year 
since 188) and also th e annual average 
for five-year periods. 
The exporta­ 
tions of wheat 
(including flour in 
tornfs cf wheat) av erag ed 150,000,009 
bushels per annum during the five 
y e a rs ending Ju n e 30, 1884, 150,000,- 
000 per annum in th e five years e n d ­ 
ing with June, 1894, 171,000 000 per 
a nn um in the five y e a rs ending w ith 
1899. 1P2.0vjO.OOO in th e five years en d ­ 
ing with 1904, and 113,000.000 per a n ­ 
n um in the five y ears ending June IO, 
1909, the exports for the single y ear 
1909 being 114.000,OOO bushels. 
This reduction in exports of w heat 
seem s to bo due to increased con 
sum ption at home rallier than to any 
decline in production.

H is will, fib d for probate 
by Robert W. Do Forrest, one of his 
executors and who drew th e hardy 
Scotchm an’s lase testimony, bequeaths 
nearly $30,000,000 to public charities. 
Mr. Kennedy had risen from * viand 
boy to sl ipping clerk w'hen he came 
to New York nearly sixty y ears ago 
as the representative of a 
Scotch 
shipping firr>\ 
He am assed his great 
fortune mainly through shrew d a u l 
farsighted railroad investm ents. 
Broadly speaking, he leaves a little 
m ore than one-qu.irter of nis entire 
estate r,o his wife, Em m a B. Kennedy, 
who survives him, a little m ore than 
another 
q u a rte r 
to 
relatives 
and 
friends and gives som ething less than 
one-half to various charitable, relig­ 
ious. benevolent and educational insti­ 
tutions. 
His residuary estate is divided into 
sixty four p arts, of which Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy receives sixteen, his relatives 
seventeen and public institutions thir­ 
ty-one. 
T hus 
ho leaves his 
widow 
about $16.000 000, his relatives $16,- 
090,000 and th e remainder to public 
and semi-public institutions.

The gloomy hall of the assize court, 
where th e woman is being tried was 
• he scene of brawls and outbursts of 
aln-?* th a t wouid disgrace a common 
barroom. 
The president of the court 
who 
combines in his person the offices of 
judge 
and 
prosecutor, 
continued 
throughout the day his tactics of blus­ 
tering 
denunciations, 
innuendo 
and 
violent gesticulation in the effort to 
force from th© woman some admission 
of guilt, but, although the haggard, al­ 
most feeble figure th at stum bled from 
before the tribunal was but a wraith 
of the brilliant woman whose beauty 
captivated 
French 
presidents 
and 
politicians 
s.nd 
whoso 
influence 
swayed 
French 
polities, 
Madame 
Steinheil preserved her dram atic emo­ 
tional attitude. 
As De Valles, almost exhausted him ­ 
self by th e terrific deluge of questions 
and accusations that he poured at tho 
woman, motioned her away, indicat­ 
ing th at her examination was conclud­ 
ed, she grasped weakly at the wooden 
railing before her, leaned heavily on 
I he gendarm e who stood beside her.
